Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linl<ed as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1, 3-7, and claims 10-15 partially, drawn to expression cassette, 
characterized in that it comprises a promoter obtainable from the region between the 
stop codon of the yyaF gene and the start codon of the rpsF gene as found on the B. 
subtllls genome, wherein said promoter comprises SEQ ID NO: 1 , 2, or 3. Plasmid 
comprising said expression cassette, host cell comprising it and use thereof in a 
heterologous expression system are included. 

Group II, claim(s) 2 and claims 10-15, partially, drawn to expression cassette, 
characterized in that it compress a promoter having the following characteristics: a) a 
nucleotide sequence TATAAT at the -10 site; (b) a nucleotide sequence TTGTAA at the 
-35 site; and c) a spacer of 17 +/- 1 nucleotides, more preferably 17 nucleotides. 
Plasmid comprising said expression cassette, host cell comprising it and use thereof in 
a heterologous expression system are included.. 

Group III, claim(s) 8 and 9, and claims 10-15, partially, drawn to expression cassette, 
characterized in that it comprises a promoter having a consensus sequence 
AAAANNNNNTTTTXnAAAANNNNNTTTT. wherein said promoter comprises SEQ ID 
NO: 7, 8 or 9. Plasmid comprising said expression cassette, host cell comprising it and 
use thereof in a heterologous expression system are included. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature of each group is different, since each group is drawn to distinct nucleic acid 
sequences having different structures.
